operation and built it with brick two 
feet wide by fifteen inches

a ilat bottom and 
a wooden 
Cover to 
can tlie whole.

this MWEH 


has been carried forward 
from time to 


time in consequence 
of its insalubrious 
effect upon the sanitary 
condition 
of

Yes, and I should like to know what 
they are for? 
Do they imagine

they will find some oue foollshenougli 
to descend then 
and 
go through

sewer to clean it? 
.Surely the attempt 
would be suicide. 
If they had a man- 


hole on the corner of each 
block with 
a stench trap at the bottom, about six 
feet below the sewer to catch the sedi- 
ment.they would have a better chance 
of keeping 
it open 
by occasionally 


emptying these 
as they tilled, which 


they could easily «ln with a windlass. 
I once 
commenced 
to 
suggest 
the 


above plan to one of our city function- 
aries, but 1 did not get many words in 
before I was stopped 
witli tlie asser- 


tion that they had arrived at a better 
system of sewerage

work proves

I beg to inform 


the tax-payers 
that the above 
act is 


not yet law, as the Legislative Assem- 
bly are 
waiting-to hear
